Workers shut B-G airport for an hour

A labour court injunction last 
night barred Ben-Gurion airport 
workers from holding a second work 
stoppage in the airport late last 
night. 

The workers went on an hour-long 
wildcat strike earlier in the evening 
in an attempt to force die Histadrut 
to recognize their newly elected 
works committee. 

Two departures were delayed as a 
result of the stake, but incoming 
planes were allowed to land as the 
storage wav declared only half an 
boor in advance. 

A fortnight ago the workers sack- 
ed their previous works committee. 


led by Shimon Azulai. but the Led 
Labour Council - in effect the His- 
tadrut - refused to recognize the new 
committee. In view of the coming 
Histadrut elections, the battle for 
recognition intensified and the new 
works committee called for the stop- 
page. which began at 6 p.m. 

The new works committee head. 
Avishai Levin, told The Jerusalem 
Past last night that the secretary of 
the Lod Labour Council. Yosef Azu- 
lai. is closely associated with the 
deposed Shlomo Azulai. and is 
therefore blocking the new commu- 
te 's recognition. A labour court is (o 
discuss the matter today. 

The Histadrut’s central control 


committee is also due to decide with- 
in a day or tw o which work commit- 
tee is legitimate, according to Shi- 
mon Gilfman. airport workers* rep- 
resentative in the labour federation's 
union department. 

The original works committee is 
recognized by the Histadrut pending 
the control committee’s decision. 
GiUnum said. 

The Lod Labour Council secret- 
ary yesterday sent a telegram to the 
Airports Authority, detailing the 
Histadrut’s position in the dispute.

Jemayel in peace bid as death toll grows

Even death cannot blur the differ- 
ence between those buried as 
murderers and those buried as their 
victims. Prime Minister Peres said 
yesterday. 

He was addressing the special ses- 
sion of the Knesset marking the 40th 
anniversary of the defeat^ of Nazi 
Germany. 

In the presence of President 
Chaim Herzog and hundreds of in- 
vited guests from Israel and abroad - 
including Simone Veil, former presi- 
dent of the European Parliament, 
and former partisan fighters from 
several countries - Peres said that it 
is precisely because President 
Reagan is a true friend of the Jewish 
people that his “horrible mistake in 
visiting Bitburg has caused us such 
deep pain." 

Conciliation between peoples is 
possible, Peres said, bnt not concilia- 
tion with respect to the past. There 
could be no legitimization of what 
happened. 

Peres said that for us Europe is. 
among other things, a gigantic 
graveyard for millions of Jews. Our 
only consolation was that here in 
Israel we can wave, with pride and 
confidence, the flags of the pre- 
eminence of man and of Jewish 
eternity (Netzah Yisrael). 

Israel is no memorial stone, the 
prime minister said. It was the true 
answer to the misfortune and the 
hopes of the Jewish people. The true 
lesson of the Holocaust will have 
been learned, he said, when all of 
our people come of their own free 
will to "this land, their land.” 


Speaker Shlomo Hillel asked how 
it had happened that the world slum- 
bered for so many years in the face of 
the threat from the Nazi beast. Part 
of the answer, he said, was that so 
many people comforted themselves 
with the “knowledge” that the tota- 
litarian terror was directed “only” 
against the Jews and would never 
touch them. 

He said that the UN is now* ruled 
largely by totalitarian, anti- 
democratic regimes, some of them 
anri-Semiric. We hear it said that, 
except for the Israeli question and 
the attempt to distort the image of 
Zionism, the UN functions very 
well. “These words are frighteningly 
familiar." 

The Jews, more than anv other 
nation, have the right to celebrate 
this day. Hillel said, yet we are not 
truly happy, for we are now witnes- 
sing “the brazen process of erasing 
the past.” and the financing and 
encouragement of anti-Semites of all 
brands. 

Hillel said that the attempts to 
varnish history necessarily arouse in 
us not only deep pain but also an 
oppressive concern that they are 
designed to harm us. “The wretched 
pilgrimage to Bitburg” could only be 
seen as an additional factor in the 
process of erasing the traces. 

“So long as there are states or 
organizations bent on annihilating 
the Jewish people and destroying the 
State of Israel, we cannot be per- 
suaded char the Nazi doctrine has 
vanished from the world.” Hillel 
said.

Reagan in Spain to discuss 
defence issues, Nicaragua 


BEIRUT (AP). - Sectarian fighting 
intensified in Beirut yesterday with 
heavy shelling across the Green Line 
as President Amin Jemayel met 
army commanders to negotiate a 
ceasefire and declare a neutral zone 
in rbc capital to end the bloodshed. 

The police reported II persons 
killed and 67 wounded since Sunday 
night as Moslem and Christian fight- 
ers bomharbed each other with artil- 
lery, rockets and mortars for the 
ninth day. 

.That raised the known casualty 
toll since lighting erupted on April 
2S to 40 dead and 254 wounded. 

There w js no sign of a letup in the 
-bloodshed amid growing fears that 


Jemayel , weakened by a serious split 
in Christian tanks over his pro-Syrian 
policies, is losing his authority. 

The fragile coalition government, 
split along sectarian lines, appeared 
helpless, unable even to agree on a 
place to meet because cabinet minis- 
ters feared to cross into rival terri- 
tory. 

On the frontline wasteland of 
shell-smashed buildings along the 
“green-line” that slices the capital 
into the Christian East and Moslem 
West, grim-faced militiamen shot it 
out. 

In some places in the ghostly de- 
solation. Moslem fighters dug in be- 


hind sandbag emplacements are only 
10 metres from Christian gunmen. 

Shells arced into residential dis 
tricts on both sides of the line, forc- 
ing hundreds of families to spend 
another night cowering in their base- 
ments or bomb shelters. 

The rival militias slugged it out in 
the eerie light of parachute flares. 
Druse militiamen prowled the once 
fashionable seaside Corniche in 
West Beirut, firing broadsides of 
rockets from trucks^ 

Beirut airport was hit by 13 shells, 
damaging a Middle East Airlines 
Boeing 707 and wounding four 
mechanics working on it. police said. 
The airport, stayed open.

Egypt seeks

David Kim- 
che. director-general of the Foreign 
Ministry and Aluf Menacbem 
Einan. head of the Israel Defence 
Forces Planning Division, will prob- 
ably leave for Cairo next Tuesday. 


Bomb thrown at bus

MADRID (Reuter). - President 
Reagan met Socialist Prime Minister 
Felipe Gonzalez yesterday at the 
start of a visit to Spain expected to 
centre on calls for a cutback of the 
U.S. military presence and disagree- 
ment over Central America. 

The two leaders met .it the royal 
Pardo Palace outside Madrid shortly 
after Reagan arrived from a con- 
troversial six-day visit to West Ger- 
many. (See page 2) 

Tight security was in force follow- 
ing Sunday's nationwide protests 
against the 41-hour state visit, but 
the police said there were no inci- 
dents and no fresh demonstrations. 

Gonzalez has said he will press for 
early talks on reducing the 12.000 
U.S. troops stationed in Spain and 
raise his criticism of Reagan's policy 
towards Nicaragua's leftist govern- 
ment. 

Spanish officials said Foreign 
Minister Fernando Moran would 
also bring up these issues in separate 
taiks yesterday and today with 
Secretary of State George Shultz. 

In a new development signalling 
Spain's distance from Reagan's Cen- 
tral American policy, the Spanish 
national news agency EFE said 
Nicaraguan President Daniel Ortega 
mav visit Madrid on his wav home 


from an East European tour. 

The Spanish government has 
openly criticized Reagan's recent de- 
cision’to impose a trade embargo on 
Nicaragua. 

Spain’s plans to hold an unprccen- 
denfed referendum on membership 
in Nato was also expected to domin- 
ated Reagan’s visit.

WASHINGTON. - White House 
officials yesterday expressed their 
general satisfaction with what they 
regarded as the American Jewish 
leadership’s relatively restrained re- 
sponse to President Ronald 
Reagan's controversial visit on Sun- 
day to the Bitburg military cemetery 
in West Germany. 

They were especially pleased that 
Israel had authorized its ambassador 
to West Germany, Yitzhak Ben- An, 
to join Reagan and Chancellor Hel- 
mut Kohl at the Bergen-Belsen cere- 
mony that preceded the Bitburg 
visit. 

The U.S. news media have high- 
lighted the fact that Ben-Ari was the 
only major Jewish figure who did not 
boycott the Bergen-Belsen cere- 
mony because of Bitburg. 

Administration officials said they 
believe that Reagan, in his carefully 
drafted speeches in West Germany 
on Sunday, had succeeded in limit- 
ing the damage of Bitbuig. 

“We believe it’s all over,” one 
U.S. official said. 

American Jewish spokesmen for 
the most part were also apparently 
anxious to put the Bitburg con- 
troversy behind them. They were 
certainly disappointed that Reagan 
had gone ahead with the wreath- 
laying ceremony, but they cautioned 
against allowing it to poison ties with 
the White House. 

“This is a.president and an admi- 
nistration we have to live with for 
another SVi years.” one Jewish lead- 
er said. “There’s no purpose in let- 
ting the bad feelings affect our rela- 
tions with the White House.” 

The Washington Post yesterday 
reported chat Jewish leaden have 
requested a formal meeting with the 
president to try to ease the tensions 
that surfaced in recent weeks. 

White House officials said that 
the Jewish leadership appeared 
more eager to avoid any lingering 
damage over the issue than many 


rank-and-file Jews across the couu- 

ay- 

On the whole. White House offi- 
cials and Jewish leaders also agreed 
that their differences over Bitburg 
were generally, aired at a “high 
level," with very little of the person- 
al animosity expressed during the 
1981 Saudi Awaits battle in Con- 
gress. • 

“I am still disappointed he did not 
cancel the trip to the cemetery, but 
overall the tone of the day's events 
was very positive.” said Howard 
Friedman, president of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee. “The 
speech at the Air Force base was 
solid and eloquent and touched the 
kinds of common values we ail share. 
It was a proud moment for Amer- 
icans.. .The whole thing has been in a 
paradoxical way disappointing, but 
at the same time it does resensitize us 
all to the importance of memory. 
You do not just wipe slates clean. 
The Germans understand this.” 

Reuter adds that Holocaust histo- 
rian E lie Wiese! said Reagan ignored 
the agony of the Jewish people with 
his visit to the German war cemetery 
where Nazi SS troops are buried. 

Speaking after a march on Sunday 
by thousands of people through 
Manhattan demonstrating against 
repression of Jews in the Soviet 
Union. Weisel, a concentration 
camp survivor, said: 

“Why not admit it? We are 
wounded. We have been wounded 
and our wounds remain open. What 
was attempted at Bitburg was to 
disregard Jewish agony, and it is also 
being attempted in Russia.” 

New York Mayor Edward Koch 
joined Wiesel at the march and in 
criticizing Reagan, saying the cemet- 
ery visit was a stain on the presi- 
dent’s record. 

In Los Angeles, 400 people 
attended a memorial service spon- 
sored by the Jewish Federation 
Council at a military cemetery to 
protest against Reagan's Bitburg 
visit. 


No-confidence motion

Shamir and Sharon shake coalition 


Forecast: Cloudy with smog and honor than 
usual.

TEL AVTV. - The Labour Pam- 
yesterday reacted sharply to remarks 
made by Vice Premier Yitzhak Sha- 
mir and Industry Minister Ariel 
Sharon. Some labour sources even 
warned that the national unity gov- 
ernment might not survive long after 
□ext week's Histadrut elections. 

Sharon angered Labour by charg- 
ing that a Likud government under 
Menachem Begin would have been 
far more outspoken about U.S. Pres- 
ident Reagan paying homage to Ger- 
many's war dead in Bitburg. Even 
loud alarm bells went off when Sha- 
mir continued his recently launched 
crusade against Minister without 
Portfolio Ezer Weizman by accusing 
Him of being Egypt's envoy in the 
cabinet. 

Sharon's comments were made to 
Likud activists in Kfar Sava. He 
contended that "a Likud govern- 
ment under Begin would not have 
been this silent. The Alignment 
doesn't know how to stand up to the 
goyim. They do not know how to 
defend Jewish pride. Reagan is a 
friend of Israel and no doubt a friend 
of the Jews as well, but even a friend 
should be told off when be transgres- 
ses so severely.” 

This set off a flurry of protests in 
Labour. Some of its spokesmen said 


that the person most responsible for 
Israel's lowfkey response was Sha- 


nur. 

Former prime minister Begin re- 
fused to comment about Sharon's 
assertions yesterday. He said only 
that the Reagan visit to Bitburg was 
a “very sad day for the Jewish peo- 
ple." 

While Sharon’s polemics are sure 
to set Labour temperatures soaring, 
his remarks are not seen as being as 
ominous regarding the coalition's 
future as those of Shamir, who is 
considered to be a more reliable 
yardstick of the coalition's condi- 
tion. 

Sources dose to Prime Minister 
Peres pointed out to The Post that 
the attacks on Weizman are especial- 
ly serious because Shamir knows 
that Weizman is now under Peres' 
personal protection. By attacking 
Weizman. Shamir is also challenging 
Peres, they argued. 

In his latest onslaught on Weiz- 
man, Shamir said that it is possible to 
“improve Israeli-Egyptian relations 
without sacrificing Israeli interests. 
We don't need ministers in our 
cabinet who are in charge of repre- 
senting Egypt's interests.” he said. 
“What we need in this government 
are ministers whose sole goal is the 
furthering of Israeli interests.” 

Taking clear issue with recent 


statements by Labour ministers, 
Shamir went on: “Negotiations with 
Hussein can be based only on the 
Camp David agreement. We already 
gave up all that we possibly can in 
that agreement.” 

Later yesterday Shamir reiterated 
his demand that the attorney- 
general investigate reports that 
Weizman had leaked sensitive de- 
tails from cabinet deliberations 
through his friend. New York attor- 
ney Leon Chamey. thereby inform- 
ing the Carter administration of 
what was said in the government. 

Chamey. whose recent book gave 
rise to the Shamir charges, later said 
that Weizman was not the only 
Likud minister to have been in touch 
with him at the time. 

Shamir said yesterday that regard- 
less of who did the leaking the attor- 
ney general should investigate rhe 
entire episode. 

Weizman himself again refused to 
comment about the issue. Peres, say 
sources close to him. also refused to 
react. But Labour’s Absorption 
Minister Ya'acov Tsur warned that 
“this daily flood of Likud insolence 
must be stemmed. The Likud must 
realize that this government is not 
guaranteed to survive under all con- 
ditions. If this keeps going on. it 
won’t hold out.”

Hospital sanctions off

Government hospitals operated 
normally yesterday after a court 
order temporarily prohibiting sanc- 
tions was issued on Sunday night at 
the request of the Health Ministry. 
After hours of debate, the Jerusalem 
District Court ordered nurses, admi- 
nistrative workers and housekeeping 
staff in the country's 37 government 
hospitals to cancel sanctions that had 
closed emergency wards and placed 
the hospitals on a Shabbat basis. 

The workers imposed their sanc- 
tions to protest against what they 
termed “serious erosion in care stan- 
dards” in the hospitals and a gap 
between working conditions in gov- 
ernment and in other hospitals. 

They said recent interruptions of 
cash flow from the Treasury to the 
Health Ministry are the cause of a 
dangerous depletion of supplies in 
the hospitals. 

Health Ministry officials feei that 
the battle, which is between the 
ministry and the Treasury, not 
against the workers, has only begun. 
Health Ministry Director-General 
Prof. Dan Michaeli yesterday even 


cabled the ministry’s support of 
Ronnie Shalem, head of the Hosp- 
tial Worker’s Union. The real battle 
is over the filling of some 600 jobs in 
government-operated health facili- 
ties. These Sobs, vacated by retiring 
or resigning staff, are not being fil- 
led. and the Treasury does not wish 
them filled bow. The Health Minis- 
try says these positions are essential 
and are not included in the hiring 
freeze since they are aot new. 

Later this week. Health Minister 
Mordechai Gur will meet with 
Treasury and Civil Service Commis- 
sion officials to discuss these vacant 
positions. The Health Ministry 
hopes for a solution before the end 
of the seven-day court injunction 
on May 12. Hospital workers are 
likely to takepfurther action if the 
issue is not settled. 

The Health Ministry has yet to pay 
the IS1 billion it owes the phar- 
maceutical manufacturers. Last 
week thei drug manufacturers 
threatened to cut off drug supplies to 
government facilities, but granted an 
extension uhtil tomorrow after Gur 
promised td pay the amount already 
owed by then.

(Continued from PSee One) 
vivors also spoke: Chaike Grossman 
(Mapam) and Dov Shilansky 
(Likud-Herut). 

Grossman said that anyone who 
tries to equate the soldiers of the 
Wehrmacht or the SS with the vic- 
tims of the Nazis is either heartless, 
or is soft in the head, or is motivated 
by cynical strategic interests. 

Grossman said the peoples of the 
world should know that genocide 
against the Jews does not stop there. 
Who knows what would have occur- 
red had Germany not been defe- 
ated? 

Shilansky, who wore a yellow Star 
of David, said that the entire Ger- 
man people must share the guilt for 
Nazism. “They all shouted: ‘Heil 
Hitler!’ Those who would clear them 
dirty themselves with their filth." 

There is no such thing as a “good 
Diaspora.” And Jews who have for- 
gotten that were reminded of it this 


week by Reagan . Shilansky said . 

Journalists who inquired about 
the absence -of the diplomatic corps 
at the special Knesset session were 
told that only the doyen of the corps, 
U.S. Ambassador Sam Lewis, had 
been invited.

Chamey told The Jerusalem Post 
from the U.S. last night that it was 
“ironic" that Shamir and Deputy 
Foreign Minister Ronnie Milo 
should be using his connection with 
Ezer Weizman to attack the latter. 

“I was called to Shamir's office by 
Milo for a two-hour meeting in the 
period before the formation of the 
national unity government, when 
they begged me to persuade Ezer to 
return to their party and serve in a 
government under Shamir as deputy 
prime minister and defence minis- 
ter," Chamey revealed. 

"At the time I asked Shamir what 
would happen to Weizman as de- 
fence minister if the government 
decided to build a skyscraper in 
Hebron," Chamey said, noting that 
Shamir's reply was “evasive." He 
also revealed that the Likud leader 
had asked him to continue perform- 
ing the kind of behind-the-scenes 
mission that he bad done for Begin 
and Weizman in the late 1970s.

This day - the day after Bitburg - we 
vow to remember and not forget; 
there will not be another Holocaust 
and there will be no reconciliation 
with Nazis and all that is connected 
with them. President Ronald 
Reagan made a historic mistake by 
equating SS killers with their vic- 
tims. and progressive mankind and 
the Jewish people will not forgive 
him foT that. 

This was stated yesterday by De- 
fence Minister Yitzhak Rabin at the 
dedication of the monument to Jew- 
ish soldiers and partisans who fought 
against Nazi Germany. Rabin cut 
the blue and white ribbon and thus 
symbolically unveiled the huge 
monument at the Yad Vashem 
Holocaust Martyrs and Heroes Re- 
membrance Authority in Jerusalem 
as part of the week of events marking 
the 40th anniversary of the defeat of 
Nazi Germany. 

The monument honours the 
1,500,000 Jews who fought Nazi 
Germany as soldiers in the Allied 
armies, as partisans, underground 
fighters and in ghettos and camps. It 
was sponsored by Yad Vashem and 
the World Assembly to commemo- 
rate 40 years since the defeat of Nazi 
Germany and its satellites. 

Yad Vashem executive chairman 
Yitzhak Arad said that World War II 
was a milhemet mitzva. an obligatory 
war rather than one of choice. It was 
either defeat for the Nazis or the end 


of the Jews. 

“This monument will symbolize to 
our coming generations that we 
fought at Stalingrad, Warsaw, in 
Burma and in the North African 
desert. I personally fought with the 
partisans in Lithuania and this 
monument is part of a debt I owe to 
my fallen comrades.” he said. 

Yad Vashem Council Chairman 
Gideon Hausner said that “this is the 
place where symbols speak; not only 
symbols of martyrdom, but also of 
fighting.” 

He went on to say that the Nazis 
today are portrayed as a group that 
overpowered Germany; but that 
that is how history is falsified. 

Franec Bletchman, a partisan 
fighter in the Polish woods who now 
lives in the U.S.. said that the con- 
tribution of the Jewish partisan fight- 
ers is too often ignored. He noted 
chat “there is no monument such as 
this anywhere in the world." 

The chairman of the Israel Society 
of Disabled Veterans, Avraham 
Cohen, said that the foundations of 
Israel were also laid at Stalingrad, 
Moscow and Normandy. Switching 
from Hebrew to Yiddish and addres- 
sing himself to the many Holocaust 
survivors in the audience who now 
live in the U.S., he said: “We call on 
all Jews to come on allya, or at least 
to send us their children, and grand- 
children.": ' 

Following the speeches, the buil- 
ders’ scroll of the monument was 
read out and signed by Defence 


Minister Yitzhak Rabin. -The monu- 
ment was erected with the assistance 
of the International Society for Yad 
Vashem, whose chairman is Holo- 
caust survivor Eli Zborowski. of 
New York. 

Rabin also pinned the anti-Nazi 
fighters medal on the national flag 
and presented it to Yad Vashem' 
The minister then laid a wreath on 
behalf of the government at the foot 
of the monument, after the.flame for 
the Unknown Jewish fighter was lit. 
Seven other wreaths were laid bv 
various oganizations. 

The impressive monument is the 
design of sculptor Bernie Fink, 42. of. 
Kibbutz Yizre’el. who won in a con- 
test against 9Q other entries. It repre- 
sents the fighting qualities of the 
Jews by the sword blade which is its 
central feature. The Jewish people is 
symbolized by the Star of David, 
which is created by the edges of six 
blocks of granite - representing the 
six million Jewish martyrs.' 

The monument is eight metres 
high and dominates the plaza leading 
up to it, which ip its turn, isdesigned 
after the. pattern of ain eight- 
branched candelabrum. With the 
plaza overflowing with more than 
2,500 people, this part of the design 
was not discernible. 

In the early afternoon a stainless 
steel six-branched candelabrum , 
placed near the 'entrance to the 
administration building of Yad 
Vashem was dedicated by Jerusalem

Likud campaign said split as Histadrut poll nears

TEL AVTV. - With less than a week 
to go to the Histadrut elections. 
Likud insiders report disarray in the 
party's campaign headquarters. 

According to the reports, faction 
leader Knesset Member Ya’acov 
Shamai has fallen out with his one- 
time mentor. Deputy Prime Minister 
David Levy . over the direction of the 
campaign. Shamai is reportedly up- 
set by the efforts to project Levy and 
other party leaders in the campaign 


advertisements at the expense of his 
own public image. 

The Likud’s advertising has fea- 
tured Levy, Vice Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir and even MX Sarah 
Doron, without accentuating Sha- 
mai’s position as bead of the election 
list. 

Shamai has also complained about 
the unwillingness of senior Likud 
ministers to make themselves avail- 
able for all-out campaigning. He is 
now said to be aligned with Industry 
and Trade Minister Ariel Sharon. 


In other developments in the cam- 
paign, a group of unemployed work- 
ers from Yeroham has joined the 
Black Panther wing of the (Com- 
munist) Democratic Front for Peace 
and Equality. The DFPE is contest- 
ing the labour-council elections in 
Yeroham and Beit Shemesh for the 
first time. ; 

The Histadrut and the govern- 
ment Teally have the same policies, 
despite rhetoric to the contrary, and 
the loser is the worker, Binyamin 
Gonen. head of the DFPE slate in 


the Histadrut elections, said at a 
press conference in Tel Aviv yester- 
day. 

According to legal opinion 
obtained by Tehiya, MK Rafael 
Eitan will be able to lead the faction 
in the Histadrut executive, despite 
the ban on his participation in the 
elections due to his failure to pay 
membership dues. The intention is 
that Ephraim Ben-Halm . the head of 
the list, will make way for Eitan, if 
the party passes the 2 per cent vote 
threshold. 


BONN. - President Reagan’s con- 
troversial visit to West Germany 
earned favourable reaction from 
most West Germans, but protests 
against U.S. nuclear-armament and 
South American policies did mark 
his final public appearance here 
yesterday. 

Before flying later in the day to 
Spain, the second country on a four- 
national schedule that is also to take 
Reagan to Portugal and France, the 
President addressed a youth assem- 
bly near Neustadt. 

The police detained at least 30 
demonstrators in the city itself, ab- 
out 4 kilometres from Hambach Cas- 
tle, where Reagan spoke. A police 
official said the protesters tried to 
block streets to prevent busloads of 
invited youths from getting to the 
castle. 

One homemade fire bomb was 
confiscated, said the official. 

Demonstrators were restricted 
from the motorcade route that 
wound among vineyards from a 
French military airstrip to the castle. 

Riot policemen backed with water 
cannon turned back people carrying 
signs and banners, permitting fami- 
lies and people with cameras to stand 
along the route. Most of those 
allowed, in cheered Reagan as he 


passed. 

However, Joachim Dalkner, a stu- 
dent and member of a Mannheim 
peace group, said he and 19 friends 
managed to reach the motorcade 
route, pulled down their trousers 
and presented the Reagans with bare 
backsides as they passed by. 

"Nancy waved at us until she real- 
ized what it was. She looked shocked 
and turned away,” Dalkner said. 

“We wanted to demonstrate 
against Reagan adzninstration poli- 
cies in Central America and to show 
Reagan how welcome he is in 
Europe,” the man said. “It was all 
we could do." 

Reagan drew enthusiastic cheers 
from a crowd of more than 8.000 at 
the castle when he spoke the Ger- 
man phrases for “Thank you," “We 
feel quire at home” and “My heart is 
with you, God bless." 

"The new Europe is yet to be 


complete," Reagan said. “It is not 
that freedom has not worked for the 
European people, but that too many 
Europeans have been forbidden to 
work for freedom.” 

In the last major speech of his 
six-day West German visit. Reagan 
touted democracy and new tech- 
nologies as the key to solving many 
of the world's problems, including 
the superpower nuclear confronta- ( 
don. 

Practically every point in his 30- j 
minute speech was applauded . | 

The conservative Hamburg daily 
Die Welt meanwhile said West Ger- 
many was indebted to Reagan for his 
visit to the Bitburg military cemet- 
ery on Sunday. 

“The President succeeded in giv- 
ing his steadfastness a purpose at 
once religious, spiritual and historic- 
al.” the paper said in an editorial.

The 12th Jerusalem International 
Book Fair got off to a lively start 
yesterday afternoon, with lines 
forming at the ticket booths even 
before the official 3 p.m, opening 
hour. Inside the massive Binyenei 
Ha’uraa convention centre, exhibi- 
tors were standing ready at their 
spanking new pavilions to welcome 
the deluge of visitors. 

A tour of the fair revealed that tiie 
Egyptian pavilion was one of the 
most popular. Standing beneath a 
framed portrait of Egyptian Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak, Samih Natur, 
Israeli Druse representative oF the 
Egyptian publishing houses, told 
The Jerusalem Post: “Though the 
•fair is only two hours old, we are 
being kept busy by curious specta- 
tors and - believe it or not - we have 
already taken orders for books.” 

As he spoke, a Tel Aviv woman 
asked one of Natur's saleswomen to 
recommend an easy Egyptian Ara- 
bic story book for her daughter, who 
is in her second year of Arabic study 


at school. 

Pointing to the hundreds of books 
on the shelves, Natur said: “The 
titles on display cover the entire 
gamut of reader interest - fiction, 
poefry, science, economics - every- 
thing except politics." According to 
Natur. Egypt has about 100 book 
publishers, of which about 20 are 
government-affiliated. These firms’ 
books are subsidized and their prices 
are often half those of commercial 
publishers. Subsidization, he said, 
was part of the Egyptian govern- 
ment’s programme of encouraging 
people to read books. 

Another pavilion that seemed to 
be drawing more bookl overs than 
most others yesterday was Hun- 
gary’s first-ever display in Israel. 
Among the titles on show is Jeno 
Baresav’s textbook Anatomy for the 
Artist, which the publisher (Corvina) 
says is its all-time bestseller - re- 
published in three or four foreign 
languages every year and to date has 
been issued in 56 editions in nine 
languages. 

Among the publishing houses of

Jewish interest represented at the 
fair is the Reform Central Confer- 
ence of American Rabbis. Titles 
included in its booklist, and for sale, 
are Retirement begins at 40 and Cults 
and Missionaries; A “ How To" Kit. 

Perhaps the smallest stall at the 
fair is the one offering only one 
book, Taj Keter Tora Shel Mishpahat 
Hibshoosh. The large and thick 
volume, priced at several tens of 
thousands of shekels, is a facsimile 
edition of a 500-year-old Pentateuch 
handed down from generation to 
generation by members of the Hib- 
shoosh family of Sana, Yemen. Two 
scions of the Hibshoosh family 
attend the stall. 

At the pavilion of the Jerusalem 
Centre for Public Affairs, one of the 
most eye-catching titles was Daniel 
J. Elazar’s 136-page book. Under- 
standing the Jewish Agency; a Hand- 
book . priced at IS6.513. 
Forsomewhatmore-lS2I,000-a 

visitor to the fair can buy a copy of 
Corpus Scriptorum de Ecclesia 
Moire, for sale at the Franciscan* 
Printing Press booth! According to 


the manager of the booth. Francis- 
can publishing activity started in 
Jerusalem in 1847. 

A few metres away from the Fran- 
ciscans’ pavilion, the Israel Bible 
Society with shops in Jerusalem, 
Haifa and Tel Aviv, was offering 
free pictorial desk calendars that 
include quotations - all in Hebrew - 
from both the Jewish and the Christ- 
ian Bibles. 

At the fiist-time-in-Israel display 
of Irish publishers. Wolfhound Press 
of Dublin was promoting titles in- 
cluding The Way to Keep Him ; a 
Comedy of Love and Marriage, The 
Factory Girts and Tea and Sex and 
Shakespeare. 

As in previous book fairs, several 
stalls deal in non-book materials: 
educational games, picture post- 
cards and posters. An innovation 
this year is the pavilion of Jerusalem 
artist Yael Avi-Yonah, who is ex- 
hibiting her 15 oil portraits of con- 
temporary Israeli writers. They in- 
clude Aharon Meged, Amos Oz, 
A.B. Yehoshua, Shin Shalom and 
Yoram Kaniuk.

Zamir hits ‘political games’ in inquiry calls

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
yesterday ’attacked 'those who use 
me” for political reasons, saving that 
“rarely" does a politician who calls 
on the attorney-general to conduct 
an inquiry actually cany through 
with the request. 

In “almost all'* the instances of 
politicians calling for an investiga- 
tion by the attorney-general, “it’s a 
political game I want no part of." 

Zamir said that “usually, politi- 
cians try to score political points, to 
smear each other." when they call 
for an attorney-general's investiga- 
tion. “It gets them a headline." he 
said, adding: “That seems to be what 
they're after." 

On another issue. Zamir defended 
his policy of plea-bargaining 
whenever possible with accused cri- 
minals. describing it as a cost- 
effective method. 

“The criminal-court system is ex- 
tremely expensive." he said, ex- 


plaining that the cost of a full-length 
trial - especially when the defendant 
can afford the kind of legal advice 
that drags a case on for years — is 
often exorbitant compared to the 
costs of trying a plea-bargained case. 

Turning to the plea- bargained 
sentences imposed on eight mem- 
bers of the Jewish tenor ring on trial 
for the last year in the Jerusalem 
District Court. Zamir said that the 
eigbf were “marginal" in the group. 

He said that “many of the ac- 
cused" in the case - charged with the 
attacks on the West Bank Arab 
mayors, an attack on the Islamic 
University of Hebron, and a plot to 
blow up the Temple Mount - had 
approached the prosecution seeking 
to plea-bargain. • 

“We displayed no leniency on 
sentences for those we agreed to 
make a deal with, dropping only 
charges we had some doubt about 
our ability to prove." Zamir said. 

He said that the state plans to 
press ahead with full prosecution of 


the remaining defendants in the 
case. 

He explained that in the terror 
group's plea-bargained cases, the 
confessions were important, because 
while those cases were being hand- 
led , a mini-trial was under way to 
determine whether the confessions 
in the entire case were admissible 
evidence. The district court last 
month ruled that the confessions 
were admissible. 

In a related matter, Zamir said 
that there “is nothing new" in allega- 
tions made by Menahem Livne, dub- 
bed the leader of the terror group, 
that rabbinical leaders were involved 
in the conspiracy. “We heard those 
allegations fast year, but there is not 
enough evidence for prosecution. If 
something more comes in. we might 
be able to take action" against the 
named rabbis, including Knesset 
Member Eliezer Waldman and 
Kiiyat Arba's Moshe Levinger, said 
the attorney-general.

- Gil Ben-Gal and 
Ronen Shani were beginning life 
prison sentences yesterday after 
being convicted of murdering broker 
Ya'acov Aiterovitz on February 20. 
1983. 

Shani pulled the trigger and shot 
Aiterovitz while Ben-Gal initiated, 
planned and too£ part in the slaying. 
District Court Judges Uri Struzman. 
Haim Hadar and Zvi Hacohen ruled 
yesterday. 

The court heard how Ben-Gal and 
Shani bad earlier played out the 
killing on a living target when Shani 
shot several times at Rivka Ben- 
David of Petah Tikva as ashe was 
walking down the street. 

The court concluded from the evi- 
dence that Ben-Gal, who made a 
huge sum of money on the stock 
market and smuggled it with the help 
of Aiterovitz to a Swiss Bank, de- 
cided to get rid of his business part- 
ner. 

Apparently the deceased was 
asking for more than his 15 per cent 
commission on Ben-Gal's profits. 

Ben-Gal was convicted on the 
majority opinion of Hadar and 
Hacohen, while Struzman held that 
he should be acquitted of the murder 
charge for lack of sufficient evi- 
dence. Shani was unanimously con-

Learning how to cope with freedom

Twenty-five -convicts due to be 
released from prison in the next few 
months have begun a special course 
at Tel Mood Prison designed to 
prepare them for life on the outside. 

The course, ran by the Prisoners 
Rehabilitation Authority (PRA) 
and the Prisons Service, is being 
offered at Tel Mond following the 
success of a pilot project rheie las: 
year. 

PRA Director-General Avraham 
Huffman said Tel Mond was chosen 
for the project because many con- 
victs in prisons throughout the eoun^ 
try began their criminal “careers" 
there. 

The course offers prisoners a num- 
ber of ways la adjust to the pressures 
of life outside prison, including indi- 
vidual counselling on psychological 
problems, vocational opportunities 
antisocial welfare services. 
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One subject that has attracted 
considerable interest is an introduc- 
tion to the legal and police systems. 
Others are the Israel Defence 
Forces, and suggestions on how to 
spend free time. 

Many of the lecturers in the course 
are volunteers. They include a 
judge, senior IDF and police offic- 
ers. an industrialist, educators and 
experts on the rehabilitation of drug 
addicts. 

Haifa taxi drivers 
act to improve 
security 

HAIFA (Itim). - Taxi drivers in 
Haifa and the North have decided to 
take safety measures following the 
murder of two drivers in Jerusalem 
last month. 

Among the measures decided

Shani admitted Ben-Gal had 
offered him S25.000 to shoot Aiter- 
ovitz, and even reconstructed the 
murder. Ben-Gal on his part said 
that Shani had murdered Aiterovitz. 
Then the two defendants chose to be 
silent and refused to testify in court.

One hundred and forty nine out of 
every 150 young Ethiopian olim liv- 
ing in Youth Aliya facilities in Israel 
are happy, according to a recent 
poll. 

Ninety per cent of those ques- 
tioned expressed themselves posi- 
tively. saying things like, “I’m living 
in a dream." or, “for the first time in 
my life I feel I belong to a land and a 
people.*' 

Youth Aliya chairman Uri Gor- 
don, who commissioned the poll, 
said the result shows that, despite all 
the problems they face, the Ethio- 
pians have adjusted well. Their tra- 
ditional diligence, high motivation, 
good temper and ability to make do 
.with little material comfort has eased 
their absorption, be said. 

About 10 per cent said that if they 
had known beforehand of the trials 


they would have to endure making 
their way to Israel, they wouldn’t 
have embarked on the journey. 

Half of those asked (there are 
1.500 Ethiopian teenagers aged be- 
tween 13 and IS in Youth Aliya 
institutions, all of whom were pol- 
led) said they felt they were treated 
as equal citizens. Ten per cent said 
they did not feel equal. Some com- 
plained that employers “prefer 
whites to blacks" and that “Israelis 
want blacks only to play basketball." 

Thirty per cent said they are equal 
to Israelis in certain aspects but 
discriminated against in others. But 
even those agreed that they were 
treated with more respect and fair- 
ness than in Ethiopia. 

Half of the boys and two thirds of 
the girls said they preferred to marry 
someone from their community, be- 
cause of their specific way of life. 
The rest said “the most important 


Shamir: Prospects good for African ties

TEL AVTV. - Vice Premier and

Soma me 
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U.S. space shuttle 
lands in California 


EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE. 
California (Reuter). - The space- 
shuttle Challenger, carrying a seven- 
man crew and the European-buift 
Spacelab, landed on a dry lakebed 
here yesterday after a seven-d3y mis- 
sion plagued by nagging problems. 

TTie 100-ton space plane touched 
down at this Mojave Desert base 
after rocking the Los Angeles area 10 
the west with two sonic booms. 

The shuttle was ordered to come 
down here after landing problems 
struck the last mission, when the 
shuttle Discovery blew a tire on 
touching down at the Kennedy 
Space Centre in Florida last month 
after its brakes locked. 

That problem forced space agency 
officials to switch the landing site to 
Edwards, which has much longer 
runways and less severe crosswinds. 

The astronauts had a minor scare 
earlier yesterday when they dosed 
the huge payload bay doors of Chal- 
lenger and an instrument indicated 


they were still open. But the crew 
looked out of the window and were 
convinced they were securely fas- 
tened for the fiery re-entry to earth's 
atmosphere. 

Challengers mission marked the 
second flight of Spacelab, a seven- 
metre-long module built by the 
European Space Agency at a cost of 
SI billion. 

Spacelab was the local point of the 
mission, serving as the site for an 
array of experiments ranging from 
astronomy and crystal-growing to 
liquid motion and atmospheric phy- 
sics. 

It was also home for a pair of 
chattering monkeys and two dozen 
white rats. 

Space agency officials hailed Chal- 
lenger's mission, coming only 10 
days after the landing of its sister 
ship Discovery, as proof they can 
make good on a promise of routine, 
once-a-month flights. Discovery will 
return to service for the next launch, 
scheduled for June 12. 


Top Soviet officers 
fall Inline of duty’ 

MOSCOW (AP). - A group of 
Soviet Air Force officers - including 
a regional commander, his deputy 
and another general - has been kil- 
led in the line" of duty. 

The Soviet armed forces newspap- 
er Krasnaya Zvezda (Red Star) did 
not say how the men died, but the 
wording of the announcement indi- 
cated it was an accident, probably an 
air crash. 

Krasnaya Zvezda also did not say 
how many officers were killed or 
where the May 3 accident took 
place. 

The Soviet Union is generally 
secretive about such things and it 
was not likely that further details 
would be published. 


Thai warplanes strafe Viet 
troops chasing Khmer Rouge 


BANGKOK. - Thai air force jets 
yesterday strafed a strategic hill in an 
effort to flush out 800 Vietnamese 
troops pursuing Kampuchean resist- 
ance guerrillas, a senior military 
officer said. 

The officer said Thai marines on 
Saturday found eight Vietnamese 
bodies in the area of Ban Chamrak 
one kilometre from the Thai- 
Kampuchean border. 

On Sunday, five Thai Rangers 
were wounded - two seriously - 
■ when they stepped on land mines 
pl-inted by Vietnamese troops, said 
the officer. 

The marines, assisted by Border 
Patrol police and Rangers, began 
sweeping out the Vietnamese intrud- 
ers on Saturday. The Vietnamese 
had pursued Khmer Rouge guerril- 
las into Thai territory lastweek. the 
officer said. 

The officer said a number of F-5E 
fighter bombers were being used in 
the air strikes and ground troops 
were supported by artillery. 

The Vietnamese have made a 
number of incursions into Thailand 


this year in operations against Kam- 
puchean guerrillas based near the 
Thai border. If the size of the latest 
incursion is verified, it would be the 
biggest since March, when the Thai 
Army said some 3.000 Vietnamese 
troops crossed to encircle a guerrilla 
camp. 

Khmer Rouge leader Pol Pot says 
Vietnam has lost more than 27,000 
troops killed since launching an 
offensive against Kampuchean guer- 
rillas in November. 

Pol Pot said in a review of dry- 
season fighting read for him on 
Khmer Rouge radio that his forces 
had also destroyed 220 tanks and 
other armored vehicles, 235 artillery 
pieces and three helicopters. 

“But Vietnam could not destroy 
our forces, our supplies, our com- 
manders. nor cut off our tranpo na- 
tion routes into the Kampuchean 
interior,” he said. 

Pol Pot scid Hanoi won “small 
victories” by knocking out Khmer 
Rouge camps along the Thai- 
Kampuchean border. (AP, Reuter) 


English epidemic 
spreads, 30 dead 

STAFFORD. England (Reuter). - 
The death toll from an outbreak of 
Legionnaires' Disease in central En- 
gland rose to 30 during the night, a 
hospital spokesman said yesterday. 

He said the latest victim was a 
60-year-old woman from the Staf- 
ford area. He added that one more 
person had been admitted to hospit- 
al with the disease, bringing the total 
number of patients under treatment 
to 68. 

The epidemic is the woist re- 
corded since the disease, contracted 
by breathing contaminated water 
vapour, was first identified at an 
American Legion Convention in 
Philadelphia in 1976 when 29 per- 
sons died. 

A British medical expert. Dr. 
Spencer Galbraith of the srate-run 
Communicable Diseases Centre, 
said Sunday that scientists believed 
the newly-built Stafford District 
General Hospital here was the 
source of the outbreak. 


Bomb blitz rocks Corsica 
and Belgium police building 



AJACCIO. Corsica. - Seventeen 
bomb explosions rocked this French 
Mediterranean island early yester- 
day. and in Brussels a bomb ex- 
ploded at an office of Belgium's 
paramilitary gendarmerie. 

There were no injuries, but exten- 
sive damage was reported. 

No one immediately claimed re- 
sponsibility for the Ajaccio attacks, 
but it was assumed to be the work of 
the clandestine Corsican National 
Liberation Front, which has been 
carrying out violent attacks for the 
past decade in its campaign for inde- 
pendence. 

The bombs, estimated to have 
ranged between 50 and 400 grains of 
explosives, were placed in a variety 
of business establishments and pri- 
vate residences. 

Among the targets were a real- 
estate office, two banks, the unem- 
ployment office, a butcher shop, a 
sporting-goods shop, four residences 
and an automobile. 

Police also found a number of 


unexploded bombs. The bombs ex- 
ploded around midnight Sunday. 

The widespread coordinated 
attacks were the first of such a nature 
in several months. The Liberation 
Front has not been very active in 
1985 and there were fears that the 
latest wave of bombings may signal 
renewed efforts on the part of the 
militants. 

Meanwhile, a telephone caller 
said the Brussels bomb was set off bv 
member; of the fighting Communist 
Cells (CCC). 

The earlv-morning explosion 
damaged a deserted building hous- 
ing the gendarmerie's logistics ser- 
vice and shattered windows in sever- 
al nearby houses. 

A French-speaking woman told a 
Brussels newspaper minutes after 
the blast that it was the work of the 
CCC. Another bomb set off by the 
shadowy organization last week kil- 
led two firemen and injured 13 per- 
sons.

Inventor of WWII 
Bailey bridge dies 

BOURNEMOUTH (AP). - Sir 
Donald Bailey, inventor of the 
World War II Bailey bridges that 
played a significant role in the Allied 
victory, died on Sunday at St. 
LeWrd’sdHospital. bis femily re- 
ported. He was 93. 

The cause of death was not given . 

Bailey bridges were used in the 
D-Day invasion of France in 1944 
and carried Allied troops, tanks and 
guns over rivers and gorges as they 
advanced on Germany. 

Britain's late field marshal Vis- 
count Montgomery once said: 
“Without the Bailey bridge we 
should not have won tbe war. ” 


Cholera death toll in 
Somalia reaches 2,300 

MOGADISHU (Reuter). - Four 
persons died of cholera Sunday in 
the northern Somali town of 
Hargeisa, bringing the death toll 
since an epidemic broke out there in 
March to 2.300. 


Zimbabwe rebels have 
youths hacked to death 

HARARE (Reuter). - Six persons 
were hacked to death on the orders 
of rebels at a village in Zimbabwe's 
Midlands Province over the 
weekend, the police said. 

A group of rebels rounded up 
villagers on Saturday, picked out the 
six and then ordered two others, 
including the wife of one victim, to 
axe them to death, according to the 
police. 

The victims were all members of 
Zimbabwe's Youth Brigade working 
on development projects in the vil- 
lage. The Minister of State for De- 
fence, Ernest Kandungure, was 
quoted as saying the main opposition 
Zapu Party was behind the killings. 


Britain to install first 
Asian Lord Mayor 

BRADFORD, England (Reuter). - 
The son of a Kashmiri village farmer 
has been elected as first Asian Lord 
Mayor of a British city and will take 
office here later this month*. 

Mohammed Ajeeb. 47. who came 
to England from. Chafro. Kashmir, 
in 1957, recalled; yesterday how he 
first found work;as a factory hand, 
then as a bus conductor and driver in 
Bradford where] there is a large 
Asian community. 

Ajeeb, chairman of the Labour 
Party group on Bradford Gty Coun- 
cil. said his political amibitions grew 
with his interest in community work 
and his involvement with the Com- 
mission for Racial Equably. 

His 85-year-old father will make 
his first trip abroad to attend the 
inauguration ceremony on May 21. 


NICOSIA (Reuter). - Turkish- 
Cypriots gave massive support to a 
separate constitution for their break- 
away republic but their leader. Rauf 
Denktash. said yesterday the move 
would not harm talks to reunite the 
island. 

Inhabitants of the Turkish- 
Cypriot sector backed the new con- 
stitution with a 70 per cent “Yes" 
vote in Sunday's referendum, 
according to official figures released 
yesterday. 

The final results of the poll 
showed 70.2 per cent of the valid 
votes cast backed the constitution 
and 29.8 were against. Some 78 per 
cent of the 92.000 eligible voters in

JOHANNESBURG (APT - Army 
units withdrew from the riot-weary 
Kwanobuhle township yesterday 
morning after helping the police seal 
off the "black community and hunt 
down agitators and common crimin- 
als involved in months of rioting, the 
police said. 

In other areas, the police said at 
least five blacks were injured by 
policemen using birdsbot and rubber 
bullets to quell riots and arson that 
continued across the country Sunday 
night. 

rhe army-police sweep was peace- 
ful. although more than 17 blacks 
had been killed in Kwanobuhle in 
the past four weeks. 

A police spokesman said 26 peo- 
ple were arrested Sunday in connec- 
tion with investigations into the re- 
cent rioting and related violence. 
Apparently, none of them are well 
known political leaders. 

The white government says leftist 
trouble-makers are behind the anti- 


apartheid disturbances that began in 
late August. 

Opponents of apartheid, especial- 
ly the parliamentary opposition, 
question the wisdom of letting the 
army join the police in trying ro quell 
township troubles. 

In a related development the

- Six young persons left yesrerday to walk across the 
most arid parr of Australia without food or water in what one called a test to 
see if God exists.

AT ONE point in World War n, a 
large group of Jews huddled in a 
bunker. As the Nazis drew nearer, a 
baby wailed and adults quickly put a 
pillow over his mouth to muffle the 
sound. 

The Nazis left, and the Jews sur- 
vived another day - all except the 
baby. The child had smothered. 

Was it right to kill the baby, even 
inadvertently, to save the rest? 

‘‘This is a question to make one’s 
hair stand on end," wrote Rabbi 
Shimon Efrati, when his advice was 
sought after the war. His answer - 
l that the child’s death was unavoid- 
able because all the Jews would have 
died had they been discovered - is 
one of 14 agonized opinions issued 
- by rabbis and collected in Rabbinic 
Responsa of the Holocaust Era 
which will be published this summer 
by Schocken Books. 

Some opinions were written be- 
fore the war, some during the Holo- 
caust, some afterwards. Never be- 
fore have they been published in full 
or in English, says Rabbi Robert 
Kirschner, who selected, translated 
■ and annotated them. 

In form, they are much like count- 
4 less responsa issued by rabbis over 
. the centuries, legalistic opinions that 
apply religious law to contemporary 
problems and issues. But these ques- 
tions were asked in the looming 
shadows of the gas chambers: the 
issues are unique and heartrending. 

How should the ashes of deceased 
Jewish prisoners' be handled? How 
should Jews who convert to Christ- 
ianity be treated, especially if they 
did so to protect their parents? Can 
women remarry if their husbands 


v anis hed without a trace irUUti ere; 

matoria? .<»/' 4&A-' 

Kirschner, rabbi at conjPt&cBtjcHi 
Emanu-El in San Francisco, spent 
six years on the book. Most of .the 
responsa were discovered at the 
Hebrew Union College in Cincinna- 
ti. Most are quite rare. 

But locating the responsa was not 
the most difficult aspect of Kirs- 
chner’s work. The responsa had to 
be translated from the amalgam of 
Hebrew and Aramaic in which they 
were written. Each had to be anno- 
tated, and rights to each responsum 
had to be granted by the authors or 
their heirs. 

THE RESULT is a book that attests 
to the faith of the Holocaust’s vic- 


tims. 

‘•There are other ways to resist 
besides violence. There is a form of 
spiritual resistance that should be 
respected," Kirschner adds. 

“The Mishna says, where no one 
else is a human being, strive to be a 
human being, that even if you are 
surrounded by beasts of prey, you 
should not become beasts of prey. 
You maintain your dignity as. a child 
of God, and if it means giving up 
your life, so be it.” 

Even in the worst of circumst- 
ances, even as they went to the 
slaughter, Jews beseeched their rab- 
bis to tell them how to observe God's 
commandm ents. 

But questions were not easy to 
answer. 

In a case Kirschner describes as 
“the most dramatic document in the 
book,” a rabbi agreed to guide one 
supplicant, but found that he could 
not help another. Rabbi Zevi Hirsch 


Meisels of Vac, Hungary, told of two 
incidents that occurred at Auschwitz 
jjnSeptembcr 17, 1944. 

Fbfflteen hundred boys were 
selected'' The kapos who 
guarded them were, greedy, willing 
to allow the condemned to go free - 
for a price. ' ''• 

But the kapos had been ordered to 
deliver 1,400 boys to die. When one 
was released, another had to be 
ca ptured to his place in the gas 
chambers. 

Meisels wrote that among the con- 
demned was Moshe Rosenberg, a 
h riiHant student. Another student, 
Akiva Mann, told Meisels that he 
intended to take Moshe’s place. 
“Moshele is a young scholar, diligent 
in his studies, and the world will have 
use for him. But not for someone as 
lowly as me,” he said. 

The rabbi refused to allow it. 
‘'What is the difference in heaven if 
he is killed or you are killed?'’ he 
asked. That same day, a man 
approached Meisels. His only son 
was marked for death. He had the 
money to ransom the boy. Should 
he, knowing that another will die in 
his place? The question made the 
rabbi tremble. 

“I do uot decide yes or no. Do as 
you wish as if you had not asked me 
at all,” the rabbi said. The man 
pleaded for guidance. The rabbi said 
no. 

Finally, the man decided the rab- 
bi’s silence was a sign that his son 
should be allowed to die. "I accept 
this with love and rejoicing.” be 
said. Tike Abraham with Isaac, he 
was willing to sacrifice his son.

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THE ONLY laugh this momng com- 
es from a German journalist on the 
plane which is taking u$ from Bonn 
to Bergen-Belsen. 

It is sad laughter. The German 
colleague is studying the speeches 
which President Reagan will deliver 
at. Bergen-Belsen and at Bit- 
burg. In one of them he describes the 
Nazi regime as “the awful evil 
started by one man,” in the other 
one the Third Reich is called “one 
man’s totalitarian dictatorship." 
‘Just imagine - one man,” says the 
journalist. 

It is indeed astonishing that the 
U.S. president should ignore the 
massive support that the one man he 
refers to, Adolf Hitler, received 
from his people. It is depressing that 
these words will be said on this day. 

It is soothing, however, to know 
that there will be no official Jewish 
delegation at. Bergen-Belsen - one 
more reason to justify the boycott 
that has been announced on the 
Bergen-Belsen event by the Central 
Council of the Jews in Germany and 
Jewish organizations throughout the 
world. One feels sorry for the two 
Jewish diplomats who have to be 
there: Israel's envoy to Bonn, Yit- 
zhak Ben Ari, and Washington's 
ambassador in West Germany. 
Arthur Bums, 81, and just about to

retire. He really does not deserve 
such an end to a long and loyal 
service. 


The former death camp is half an 
hour's drive from the airport. As the 
bus gets nearer the site, masses of 
police appear.

There is the bus with the Magen 
David on it: French Holocaust srnvi- 
vors and their children protesting 
against Reagan’s visit to Bitburg. 
They are kept far away from the 
camp.

With a special permit for 
journalists. I do get into the camp’s 
area. Well, to the one ropai-in part 
of it where my press pool is allowed 
to stand, surrounded by German 
police, some of them embarrassed, 
and tough-looking Secret Service 
agents from the U.S.

A PLAY by an Israeli about the fate 
of a Jewish ghetto in World War II 
has stirred controversy in Vienna by 
using song and dance to help tell the 
story. 

The production, 40 years after the 
end of a war in which some six 
milli on Jews were exterminated by 
the Nazis, is the latest in a series of 
officially-backed cultural events 
here about Jewish life in Central 
Europe. 

Ghetto by Yehoshua Sobol, 
caused an outcry when it was pre- 
sented simply as a musical at its first 
European production in West Ber- 
lin. 

Sobol says his work is a "drama 
with music and dance.” However, 
the new production - for which the 
director and several key actors were 
brought from Israel - is a sobering 
one. 

Ghetto is based on real events. 
Most of its characters actually lived 
in the ghetto in German-occupied 
Vilna, set up in 1941 and liquidated 
by the Nazis in 1943. 

It tells the story of Jakob Gens, a 
Jewish policeman who collaborates 
with the Germans in the hope of 
saving Jewish lives. When the Nazi 
commander orders a Jewish ghetto

theatre to entertain him, Gens forces 
people to sing and dance, arguing 
that this will save them from de- 
portation to the gas chambers. 

“We knew we were playing with 
fire when we decided to put on this 
play, especially after the Berlin per- 
formance,” says Paul Blaha, direc- 
tor of Vienna’s pubBdy owned Volks- 
theateT. 

“But we thought it a moral obliga- 
tion to produce it because for the 
first time an attempt was made to 
show real human beings with all their 
weaknesses instead of painting a 
black and white picture of heroes 
and martyrs."

thmic about Nazi crimes and human 
suffering on the 40th aniversary of 
the war's end. 

Ernst Cohen, an Austrian Jew 
who plays the controversial Gens, 
says he had felt an emotional mission 
to play the part 

“I could never have taken part in 
the Berlin production, because that 
was like a Hollywood musical, and 
therefore really a sacrilege. 

“But the Vienna performance is 
quite different. The music and 
dances in it are acceptable, and I 
think it can do something positive. 
Inform people of what really hap- 
pened.” 

He says Israeli members of the 


cast where happy to perform in 
Vienna, and that director Joseph 
MfiJo was visiting schools to talk 
about the ghetto and other problems 
of that period. • 

Some people find it hard to accept 
the play’s style, however. - 

"Even if it is all more or less true. I 

still think it indecent to watch people 
rfanm to their death," says one 
elderly member of Vienna’s small 
Jewish community. 

“Even though it is all very moving, 
a cp-ftam unease remains,” Vienna’s 
Doily Kurier said. 

Sensitive to anti-Semitic excesses 
in the country’s past. Austrian lead- 
ers backed a week of cultural events 
last November that highlighted the 
role of Jews all over central Europe. 
President Rodulf Knchschlaeger in- 
augurated a Jewish school in an area 
which housed most of Vienna’s pre- 
war Jews. And an exhibition on 
cultural purges under the Nazis 
opened in Vienna in February, the 
first such show since 1945. 

A recent study by a Vienna Uni- 
versity scholar said every fourth Au- 
strian had anti-Semitic tendencies, 
however, and that 15 per cent of all

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Economist worries about firms moving abroad

TEL AVIV. - “Many Israeli 
businessmen - despite their Zionist 
convictions - today consider it a 
psychologically sound insurance 
policy to have part of their assets 
abroad.” according to Dr. Manfred 
Gerstenfeld. who with llan Barzei 
heads the Euroteam financial con- 
sulting firm here. 

“The situation in Israel, both eco- 
nomically and financially, is very 
confused. We are already four 
months into 1VJS5 - and we still don't 
have the slightest idea whnt the tax 
situation will be this year. This 
makes it tempting for many entrep- 
reneurs to look abroad.” 

Gerstenfeld points out that the 
past decade has seen government 
policy' see-saw back and forth in 
regard to fighting inflation and the 
adverse balance of payments. 

In 1977. the late Vehoshua Rabi- 
nowitz, then finance minister, 
slowed down the rate of devaluation 
and kept the prices of basic products 
constant by increasing subsidies. 
Then came Simha Ehrlich, who in 
197S held a large devaluation to 
solve the balance of payments prob- 
lem. Then some attention was given 
to the resulting inflation. 

“But with Yigael Hurvite. who 
took over as finance minister in 
1979-1980, the policy shifted almost 
exclusively to reducing the balance 
of payments deficit. Then came 


Yoram Aridor, who as finance 
minister till 1983. tried to ignore the 
balance of payments problem and 
overvalued the shekel against fore- 
ign currency. Yigal Cohen-Orgad, 
who inherited the finance ministry 
from Aridor. started to fight the. 
balance of payment problems, but 
switched his attention to inflation as 
elections drew near,” Gerstenfeld 
recalls. 

"And today, it is not too clear 
what incumbent Finance Minister 
Yitzhak Moda’i is aiming at." 

This policy see-sawing has caused 
many businessmen to take a close 
look at u hat is going on abroad. 

"The confusion caused by diffe- 
rent economic policies has had be- 
neficial effects in many cases. Many 
industrialists have thought in- 
creasingly about exporting - since 
markets abroad have been more 
stable than those in Israel - despite 
all the difficulties involved in find- 
ing. penetrating and holding foreign 
markets." 

Thus exports as a percentage of 
gross national product increased 
from 13.4 per cent in 1966 to close to 
50 per cent in 1984. "Few countries 
can claim such performances, parti- 
cularly when one considers that 
Israel's export markets are not in 
nearby countries, bur are. in most 
cases, on different continents. 
Transportation problems have had 
to be solved. " 

Moreover, there has been a defi- 


nite, and highly beneficial, shift from 
traditional exports, such as textiles, 
minerals, processed and fresh foods 
- which constituted about 90 per cent 
of exports in 1966 - to sophisticated 
products, which now constitute ab- 
out half of all exports. 

The first package deal also turned 
many industrial firms into exporters. 
Gerstenfeld adds. 

“Some of the best managed com- 
panies were badly hit. The'deal was 
based on a price freeze, which was to 
be offset by lowering production 
costs by reducing interest rates. But 
companies which had not been giv- 
ing much credit to their customers 
were hard hit by the package deal. 

It is not surprising that many 
businessmen have decided to take 
their companies where they will be 
more successful. In many cases, this 
means setting up operations abroad. 
Many companies have done this, and 
others are trying. 

“Israel is becoming an exporter of 
desperately needed capital, not an 
importer." 

Gerstenfeld notes that there are 
other reasons for companies going 
abroad other than the economic con- 
fusion in Israel. 

The Israeli banks went abroad 
because “Israel was simply over- 
banked; the defence-oriented com- 
panies, which had to provide a cer- 
tain amount of work for companies 
abroad ordering their products, set 
up subsidiaries abroad; and other 


companies, especially science-based 
industries, had to set up servicing 
outlets abroad, which soon began to 
assume other duties. 

The domestic market is also often 
too small for many highly sophisti- 
cated products. 

There are many engineers who 
have decided to work abroad, where 
conditions of pay. work, and 
advancement are much better. The 
hish taxation rate in Israel and the 
economic stagnation sap their desire 
to stav and tight for better condi- 
tions." 


“Thus, at the same time. Israel is 
beginning to lose both its business- 
men and its highly skilled person- 
nel." 

Gersrenfeld concluded that “If the 
present situation is not corrected, we 
will see a new phenomenon emerg- 
ing: companies which export most of 
their Israel-based production, which 
are increasing their foreign operera- 
rions. and which are raising most of 
their funds abroad, may begin to 
regard Israel as their second home- 
land. not their first. Rather than 
control their enterprises from Israel, 
they will move their headquarters 
abroad, and control Israeli sub- 
sidiaries from outside the country. 
Some of the science-based indus- 
tries. in which Israel places so much 
hope, may be the first to take this 
derisive step and go foreign."

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' French F oreign Minister Dumas says after Bonn economic summit: 

‘Europe must unite against trade competitors’ 


PARIS (AP). - Foreign Minister 
Roland Dumas said Sunday that in 
spite of differences at the Bonn eco- 
nomic summit, Europeans will rec- 
ognize that they need to be “strong, 
united and coordinated'’ in the face 
of the US. and Japan. 

In an interview on French televi- 
sion. the foreign minister said that 
“in the face of this enormous indust- 
rial and economic power repre- 
sented by the U.S. and, at the other 
emJ, Japan, Europe must exist. “ 


He explained the reasons for 
France’s double “no” at the summit 
of the world's seven most powerful 
western economic nations that en- 
ded Saturday - the refusal to partici- 
pate in the American strategic de- 
fence initiative and to fix a date for 
the opening of a conference on inter- 
national trade. 

“President (Francois) Mitterrand 
told Mr. Reagan that there was no 
question that France would partici- 
pate in the (SDI) experiment such as 


the project is now, in light of the fact 
that we don’t know exactly what the 
project represents and contains." 

Concerning international trade, 
Dumas said France was in agree- 
ment with the objectives of such a 
conference because “it is for the 
abolition of protectionism in all its 
forms." 

But he said the countries involved 
must know what they are going to be 
talking about. 

Europe has a common agricultural 


policy. Dumas said. This policy 
could be threatened if a general 
agreement on tariffs and trade con- 
ference was opened too soon. 

“We have taken up the defence of 
European agriculture, and more 
particularly French farmers," he 
said. 

Dumas reaffirmed France's posi- 
tion that trade talks must be con- 
ducted at the same time as negotia- 
tions to put the international monet- 
ary system in order.

Judy Siegel adds: 

The best way to commemorate the 
six million and to mark the defeat of 
the Nazis is to strengthen Israel. 
President Chaim Herzog said yester- 
day. 

Herzog was hosting some 200 dig- 
nitaries attending the world assem 
. bly. Among those present at Beir 
H anassi were former European Par- 
liament president Simone Veil, the 
ambassadors of Belgium, Canada 
Holland, Greece and France 
Netanya Chief Rabbi Yisrael Lau 
and his brother Naftali La vie. the 
consul-general in New York (both of 
whom made a daring escape from a 
death camp); and one of the organiz- 
ers of the conference, Knesset Mem 
ber Do v Shilansky, also a Holocaust 
survivor. 

“We can’t forgive; we can 
forget,” Herzog said. “There is no 
place for forgiveness because it is not 
we who must forgive, and those who 
could were burnt in the ovens.” 

While one cannot be reconciled 
with history, one must learn from the 
past, continued the president. The 
Jewish people must not only remem- 
ber the past, but ensure the future. 
“We must have a strong homeland. 

Asked to comment on Reagan's 
visit to the Bitburg war cemetery on 
Sunday, Veil - herself a Holocaust 
survivor -said it was the wrong thing 
to do. It was impossible, she told 
reporters, fo balance the victims of 
atrocity against those who commit- 
ted it. 

Another guest, who like Herzog 
was in Europe during the Nazi de 
feat, was retired U.S. major-general 
William Levine. Levine told The 
Jerusalem Post that he was silent for 
38 years after being present at 
Dachau (as & major^on the day of its 
liberation in April 40 years ago. 
“But in order to protea my sanity. I 
realized I had to speak out.” Since 
then he has participated several 
times in Holocaust memorial gather- 
ings.

The share market slipped back 
yesterday into a mixed pattern, and 
turnovers, too. were much lower. 
On the bond market, the falls in 
index-linked bonds worsened, parti- 
cularly in series with several years 
until their redemption date. 

The slackening pace of the share 
rally came as no surprise, given the 
lack of impetus that had characte- 
rized the broad but thin rises of 
recent days. Yesterday the overall 
advance/decline ratio turned flat, 
and sharply falling issues gained a 
lead over sharply rising ones. 

The result was that the non-bank 
index slipped 0.72 per cent, paring 
some of its gains. Some sectors were 
badly hit. "notably the mongage 
banks, which lost almost 4 per cent, 
and the investment companies, 
whose run of success was cut short by 
a 2.19 per cent fall. Real-estate 
shares lost 1.79 per cent and other 
sectors were down by smaller mar- 
gins. 

In contradistinction, the 
“arrangement" shares were up 
again, though only slightly, while the 
group of banks not included in the 
“arrangement** were the best per- 
forming sector of the day. gaining 
2.66 per cent. Maritime and North 
American Banks were strong gain- 
ers, while Danot fell sharply. 

As noted, the volume in the share ' 
market fell back, after the peak 
figure recorded on Sunday. Never- 
theless. the total of IS2.66 billion

was quite high by recent standards, 
the more so since only iSlb. of it 
came from the “arrangement" sec- 
tor. 

In the bond market, the index- 
linked bonds were again hard-hit by . 
selling. The pressure is concentrated 
in long-dated maturities, while the 
shorter dates remained more mixed 
in price-trend. The reason behind 
the selling-wave, according 10 many 
analysts, is the fear of a large-scale 
sell-off by the banks of these bonds, 
because of the need lo redeem up- 
coming savings schemes. These sorts 1 
of apprehensions have a way of 
realizing themselves, and this might 
be what is happening at the present. 

It should be borne in mind that 
index-linked bonds have performed 
very poorly since the beginning of 
the year. The yields on the Galil 
series of 3 per cent fully-linked 
bonds are now in the region of 
4. 5-5. 5 per cent per-annum - after 
inflation. While these yields do not 
match the much higher yields avail- 
able in dollar-tenns on dollar-linked 
bonds, notably the “arrangement" 
bank shares, they are still extremely 
high by the standards of index-linked 
bonds. 

The problem of the “flight” from 


index-linked savings, in the bond 
sector and in medium and long-term 
savings, has ramifications that ex- 
tend far beyond the narrow bounds 
of tbe.stock exchange. 

Hie banks and government are 
playing along with the public's desire 
to link itself to the dollar, as the wave 
of new dollar-linked provident funds 
proves. The constant talk of allow- 
ing, or even insisting upon, a 'real' 
devaluation (i.e. over and above the 
rate of inflation) merely adds to this 
drive. Hie results of the abandon- 
ment of the index-linked form of 
savings are now beginning to show 
up in the market-place.

Weizman. 

Mr. Peres, as leader of the Alignment, was painted as being 
concerned only about the welfare" of people other thanjiis own. 
and ready to sell the nation's ancient patrimony in Judea and 
Samaria to the enemy. 

But now Mr. Peres is prime minister in a government with the 
Likud. It is not quite appropriate or politic to shower him with 
such easy abuse. So the mantle of Public Enemy No. 1 has fallen 
on Ezer Weizman, the minister without portfolio in the Prime 
Minister's Office, a trusted aide of Mr. Peres. 

There are, of course, special reasons why the Likud should 
want Mr. Weizman's head. He is a former Likudnik himself: it 
was he who. as campaign manager in 3977. won the general 
election for Menachem Begin, for which he was later rewarded 
with the post of defence minister. But after playing a crucial 
role in working out the Camp David accords and the peace 
treaty with Egypt, he resigned in disgust over what he viewed as 
Mr. Begins betrayal of the hope of peace. He bolted the Likud, 
and. after the last elections, joined forces with the Alignment. 

In his present job. Mr. Weizman is playing an active role in 
favour of the resumption of the peace process with Israel's 
| neighbours and for a better deal for Israel's own Arabs. 

For his labours- the one-time chief of Israel's air force has 
been labelled a traitor not only to his own former party but to 
his country as well. When the proposal was made last month 
that he should journey to Cairo and discuss options for peace 
with President Mubarak, the Likud declared him the minister 
least qualified for any such mission. 

Now a new front has been opened against Mr. Weizman by 
the Likud's vice premier, and foreign minister. Yitzhak Sha- 
mir. who had opposed Mr. Begin 's original peace efforts. 

The attorney-general. Mr. Shamir has suggested, should 
open an inquiry into a charge that Mr. Weizman leaked 
information from the cabinet chamber through Leon Charney, 

. an American friend, to President Carter during the negotia- 
tions with Egypt. 

That charge, implied in a newspaper article, is based on a 
book of memoirs by Mr. Charney published eight months ago. 
Shamir has just learned about it, apparently, from the article. 
That Mr. Charney has denied the Likud’s allegations is of no 
interest. For in the meantime the vice premier has pronounced 
Mr. Weizman a representative of Egyptian, not of Israeli 
interests. 

Mr. Shamir and his Likud colleagues have come out strongly 
against any commission of inquiry on the Lebanese war. They 
have good reason. 

What they would prefer apparently is a commission of 
inquiry on the making of peace. 

That in Mr. Shamir's view seems to remain the greater 
failure. 

Beyond the strikes 

THERE IS trouble again in the country’s schools and hospitals. I 
School teachers are up in arms about jobs and salaries, the j 
Histadrut Teachers Union threatening a general strike and the I 
Secondary School Teachers Association suspending classes and j 
stopping all preparations for the matric examinations next I 
month. I 

A Jerusalem Labour Court judge yesterday issued back-to- I 
work orders to striking administrative, nursing and housekeep- 1 
ing staff in the government hospitals, who had left work Sunday | 
over better working conditions. But these court orders are due [ 
to expire in another 1 1 days, and meanwhile the pharmaceutic- I 
a I firms are planning to cease supplying government hospitals I 
with drugs unless the huge debt owed them is paid up by I 
tomorrow. I 

Both the hospital workers and the school teachers have a I 
case. It is callous to charge that they are simply taking a ride, in I 
their own self-interest, on the backs of hapless patients and I 
students: by the same token it could be argued that it is the I 
T reasury that is taking such a ride in its drive for economy. I 

The Health Ministry agrees with the hospital workers that it j 
is absolutely essential, on medical grounds, to fill the 600 jobs I 
the Treasury is quite happy to keep vacant. But the ministry | 
itself appears to close its eyes to the fact that the Treasury’s j 
stoppage, for a few months, of the cash flow to the hospitals, I 
has left them dangerously short of some of the most essential 1 j 
medical reserves. j J 

In the schools, part of the trouble is due to a conflict of j 
interests between the two rival teachers unions. But the I J 
underlying problem is the danger that hundreds of teaching | 
jobs will be declared redundant next year, unless the teachers I 
give up so much of the benefits due to them under the Etzioni I 
Commission’s recommendations as to leave them roughly 
where they had been when the commission was set up to study 1 
the ’’status of teachers.” I j 

Plainly, some reductions in services are inescapable, simply 1 
because there is not enough money in the till: and that means, I 
among other things, the elimination of some jobs. But then it is 1 1 
b\ no means self-evident that, for example, the services of all I 
Agudat Yisrael rabbis in religious high schools whose speciality I 
seems to be advising youngsters against service with the IDF, is I J 
absolutely essential. II 

By the same token it can hardly be claimed that all possible I 
savings have already been effected in hospitals. There have II 
been some hair-raising reports lately about expensive medical j 
equipment being operated just one single shift a day. and lying I 
idle the rest of the time. j 

But reductions and savings will not by themselves solve the 
financial crisis of the country’s schools and hospitals. And since I 
the T reasury is not working overtime to collect ail the taxes due I 
to it under the law, there will apparently be no escape from I 
special levies for health and education. I 

Such special levies are hateful. But in present circumstances I 
there may be no alternative to them. f

A PALACE of the Otto- 
I UKI man su l* ans banks of 
the Bosporus is to be res- 
tored as part of a luxury tourism 
complex, government officials said 
recently in Istanbul. 

The British Trusthouse Forte and 
Lebanese R.H. Sanbar Investment 
Company will finance the entire pro- 
ject. estimated to cost $60 million. 

In* return, the companies are to 
manage the complex for 49 years, 
paving royalties to the Turkish gov- 
ernment. 

Ciragan. a ruined shell since gut- 


ted by a fire in 1910, was completed 
in 1872 during the reign of the extra- 
vagant Sultan Abdulaziz. 

For three decades it served as the 
residence of Murat V. the successor 
to Abdulaziz who was deposed soon 
after coming to power in 1876 on 
charges of mental imbalance. 

Part of the upper floor of the 
palace will be used as a hotel. Most 
of it will be restored to serve as a 
luxury shopping centre, with res- 
taurants and a concert hall. The 
complex is scheduled to be com- 
pleted by 1988. 





Rights of Zionism 
and democracy 


IS ZIONISM compatible with 
democracy? To put it more bluntly, 
if Israel is true to Zionist goals, can it 

really be thoroughly democratic? 

These questions -left unanswered 
- were the chief product of the recenr 
"Education for Democracy" study 
day. held in the Knesset under the 
sponsorship of the Ministry of 
Education and the Knesset Educa- 
tion Committee. 

It wasn’t planned that way. ‘Man- 
ifestations of Racism in the Schools" 
was one speaker's subject. "Demo- 
cracy from the Viewpoint of an MK- 
Educationalist” was another. Of the 
four discussion groups, only one was 
scheduled to talk about "Zionism 
and Democracy." 

But Dr. Yisrael Eldad. the former 
Lehi underground leader, dropped a 
bombshell when he said he is for 
"Zionist democracy" - meaning that 
he favours democracy only io the 
point where it begins to cramp his 
Zionism. 

Dr. Yizhar Smilansky (S. Yizhar). 
the novelist and educator, took up 
the gauntlet. Democracy cannot be 
qualified, he said: it is absolute. But 
his was the only rejoinder to Eldad. 
Prof. Eliezer Schweid indicated that 
he disagreed with Eldad. but said he 
could not explain why in the few 
minutes at bis disposal. 

THE FIRST major lecture of the day 
was that of Uriel Simon, professor of 
Bible at Bar-Ilan University, whose 
subject was "Can There Be Such a 
Thing as Jewish Racism?" 

Of course there can. was his 
answer. Otherwise, it would have 
been unnecessary for the Tora to tell 
us. dozens of times, that we must not 
oppress the stranger (ger). 

Quoting lavishly from the Tora and 
the Talmud. Simon made a strong 
case for the view that racism goes 
counter to Jewish tradition. 

God's election of Abraham and 
his descendants did not vest the Jews 
with special privileges but with spe- 
cial obligations. It was not an act 
detrimental to the rest of mankind 
but for its benefit. “In thee shall all 
the families of the earth be blessed." 

Simon quoted a less familiar 
verse, from Isaiah 19: "In that day 
shall Israel be the third with Egypt 
and with Assyria.... Blessed be 
Egypt My people and Assyria the 
work of My hands, and Israel Mine 
inheritance." 

But he didn’t quote only the 
“good" lines. He also discussed the 
problematic ones, such as, “thou 
shaft blot out the remembrance of 
Amalek from under heaven.” 

That was certainly a collective 
punishment, Simon said. But not a 
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racist one. The Amalekites were to 
be punished, not because of their 
genes, but because they had attack- 
ed Israel in the desert. Such a 
punishment may be imposed only by 
God himself. 

For mere mortals. Simon said. 
Deuieronomy 24:16 applies: "The 
fathers shall not be put to death for 
the children, neither shall the chil- 
dren be put to death for the fathers: 
every' man shall be put to death for 
his own sin." 

Mere mortals have no right to call 
the Nazis "Amalek." and T not even 
Hitler or Eichmann. Because that 
implies that their children should be 
punished too. That is the biblical 
concept of Amalek. But only the 
Heavenly Court can proclaim a na- 
tion Amalek. 

The exceptional nature of the 
punishment meted out to Amalek 
may be seen. Simon said, from the 
Rambam's comment, in his Guide. 
to the seemingly meaningless list in 
Genesis 36 of "the chiefs that came 
of the Horites... in the land of Seir." i 

The Ramban explains that since 
Amalek was of the seed of Edom i 
(Esau), it was important to identify * 
the Amalekites precisely, lest the i 
Jews kill other Edomites in the mis- ; 
taken belief that they were Amale- i 
kites. 


permission to proclaim that we are 
one people? Had Zionism been 
democratic vis-a-vis the Arabs, who 
constituted the majority here? 

Eldad cited a letter that Haim 
Arlosoroff wrote to Weizmann in 
1932. in which he raises the possibil- 
ity of seizing power (there were then 
180.000 Jews in Palestine) in order to 
achieve the first stage of the Zionist 
goal: a Jewish majority. 

"Such a seizure may demolish 
many beliefs we have held." Arlo- 
soroff granted. But. Social Demo- 
crat though he was. he went on to say 
that those beliefs must give way to 
the holy task of Zionism. 

When a later speaker expressed 
concern that our Zionist existence 
here might lead us to "selective 
democracy." Eldad interjected: 
“Isn't the Law of Return selective 
democracy?" 

Expanding on this point in a news- 
paper article a few days later, Eldad 
wrote th3t theoretically a Knesset 
majority could develop in favourer 
repealing the Law of Return’. No 
Zionist, of any complexion, would 
sacrifice the Zionist mission embo- 
died in that law. for the “sanctity" of 
majority rule. Eldad said. U was thus 
absurd to permit anti-Zionist ele- 
ments to be elected to the Knesset. 
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ELDAD followed Simon, and be- 
fore getting into his subject, he com- 
mented on some of the quotations 
cited. (He teaches Bible at Haifa 
University. ) As for the references to 
the proper treatement of the ger. he 
said, he was waiting for the day that 
the Arabs would proclaim them- 
selves gerim. Then they would get all 
the righis they now seek. 

There is a dispute about whom this 
land belongs to. he said. They -say we 
have taken their land. How can the 
concept of ger apply here? 

As to Abraham’s election having 
been designed for the benefit of all 
peoples. Eldad said: Well and good. 
But what about the “covenant be- 
tween the parts” in Genesis 15. 
where God promised to Abraham's 
seed “this land, from the river of 
Egypt unto the great river, the river 
Euphrates." 

Eldad said that the State of Israel 
is unique in that it was established 
not for its inhabitants but for the 
Jewish people, whom we believe will 
come here eventually, of their own 
free will or from necessity. That is 
the essence of Zionism, he said, and 
Zionism has never been democratic, 
either internally or externally. 

In Herzl’s day were most of the 
Jewish people Zionist? he asked. 
Did Herzl ask the Jewish people for 


YIZHAR SMILANSKY devoted a 
good part of his remarks to the 
danger posed by Knesset Member 
Meir Kahane. "who can not be dis- 
missed as a madman or a fool." The 
man addresses Arabs as dogs, and 
the Knesset takes no action. If the 
Knesset failed to act against Kahane. 
it could only mean that it accepts his 
racist talk and actions. 

As for Eldad’s "Zionist democra- 
cy." Smilansky said it sounded very 
nice. But. In the first place. Zionism 
itself is subject to various defini- 
tions, and it surely has meant diffe- 
rent things at different periods. 

Secondly, democracy does not 
suffer qualification. Any adjective 
attached to it waters it down. Demo- 
cracy means equal rights to the one 
who is different, its basic assumption 
being that, as a matter of right, there 
are differing views. 

Here Eldad interjected: “Equal 
rights for the enemy too?” 

Smilansky: “Who is the enemy? 
Using the word “enemy" is the 
easiest way to flee from the problem, 
An enemy is not forever. An enemy 
can be persuaded to give up his 
enmity. Get to the reasons that made 
him an enemy. Move the dispute 
from the plane of force to the plane 
of dialogue. The people whom we 
are living alongside, some of them as 
citizens in our midst, must not be 


regarded as some myth-like eternal 
enemy. There are dashes, yes: but to 
these clashes there are all sorts of 
solutions." 

In any case. Smilansky said, the 
persecuted nation of history must 
not become a persecutor. For to be a 
Jew means to be like other human 
beings but with more restrictions. 
You must not do thus and so. even if 
others do it. bocause you are a Jew. 
Of you. a higher moral standard is 
expected. 

Eldad's newspaper article gave 
Smilansky the opportunity of a re- 
joinder in the same paper. "Zionist 
democracy" would undoubtedly suf- 
fer the same fate as "Socialist demo- 
cracy." he wrote. The democracy 
disappeared and even the socialism 
was soon distorted. 

The Zionism that remained, 
would be “a very particularly con- 
ceived" Zionism, and it was very 
doubtful whether those who did not 
accept it would be deemed worthy of 
enjoying democratic rights. 

AFTER the opening lectures and 
discussion came the four discussion 
groups. The one on “Zionism and 
Democracy" drew the largest crowd, 
so much so that the chairman. Align- 
ment MK Aharon Harel, ran to 
another hall two or three times and 
brought in more folding chairs. 

But. as the last speaker in this 
group pointed out, the discussion 
concentrated on “Education for 
Democracy," as if the dashing views 
of Simon. Eldad. and Smilansky had 
never been heard. 

After Yeshayahu Tadmor, prin- 
ripal of the Reali School in Haifa, 
finished his 20-minute speech on 
what his school is doing to promote 
the democratic idea, Harel noted, 
with obvious disappointment, that 


“Shaike" had not addressed himself 
to the tension between democracy 
and Zionism. 

As if to make sure that the next 
speaker. Sgan-AJuf Mbfti Shaletn, 
who heads the hosbora branch in the 
Chief Education Officer's Com-, 
mand, would not make-, the same 
mistake. Harel noted he had asked 
to hear how the IDF deals with the 
struggle between Education for 
Democracy and Education for Zion- 
ism?" 

But even rhat didn't help. Shale®, 
in a short speech, said nary a word 
about Zionism, leading one exasper- 
ated listener to call out: “Perhaps; 
you can be more concrete on the" 
subject of Zionism and Democra- 
cy!” 

' Shaiem confessed that ’it wifl be 
difficult for me to show the tentioh 
between the two.” The chief educa- 
tion officer, Tat-Aluf Yosa Eldad. 
then came to his rescue.. It was 
extremely difficult to expect anyone 
to deal adequately with such a se- 
rious subject, be said. Buthe would 
gladly respond to requestt&om any 
of the participants $y mail,- I 
apparently) to explaia^what the 
Army is doing “in the meg of Zion- 
ism, in the area of democracy, and in
